Permits Required 
In Burning Brush 


The Michigan conservation de­ 
partment warns that another for­ 
est fire season is just ahead and 
that conditions in Delta county al­ 
ready require a permit before rur­ 
al residents can legally burn brush, 
stumps, trash or 
other 
material, 
according to John Chriske, conser­ 
vation district supervisor. 
Use of the permit assures burn­ 
ing at a time when the fire hazard 
is not high, and makes it unnecas- 
sary for the department to 
send

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Compulsory Pasteurization 
T HE 
State oi Wisconsin, leading dairy

compulsory milk pasteurization law similar 
to that which becomes effective in Mich­ 
igan July I. The new Michigan law pro­ 
vides that all milk, cream, etc., offered for 
sale after July I must be pasteurized to as­ 
sure a safe supply for consumers. Milk o f­ 
fered for sale on the farm, however, is ex­ 
empted and

He entered into a perm an­ 
ent retirem ent, which lasted 
for 
better 
than 
40 
years—and 
it 
w*)uld have lasted longer if bour­ 
bon had been the true specific for 
cancer 
that 
grandpa 
always 
thought it was. 
While 
grandpa 
was retired, he 
brooded 
about 
politics and politicians. 
Said Politics Made Crooks 
G randpa said that the trouble 
with politics was it attracted the 
wrong type of 
fellow. 
He 
said 
that everybody you had 
in 
the 
legislature was a crook, 
because 
you had to be a crook 
or 
ywu 
couldn’t eat. He said that every­ 
body in Congress was a thief, be­ 
cause if you didn’t steal fast you 
couldn’t m ake enough money 
to 
justify letting your business go to 
pot while you were off 
serving 
your nation. 
Pigs, he said, demand a certain 
amount of tending, 
and 
a cow 
has to be milked every day. You 
can’t practice law from a seat in 
the House of Representatives, and 
you can’t boss a harvest from a 
home 
in 
Georgetown, 
D. 
C. 
Grandpa said it w asn’t the poli­ 
tician’s fault; it was the govern­ 
m ent’s fault. 
He said that 
the 
government 
was just like a bank; 
expose 
a 
m an to all that loose money, pay 
him peanuts, and then clap bim in 
jail if he got caught with his hand 
in the tam bourine^ Grandpa said 
it w asn’t fair to stretch hum an 
nature that far. 
Grandpa 
didn’t 
put much trust in human nature, 
anyhow. 
“The only way you can get the 
shysters out of politics,’’ he used 
to say, twitching his red beard, 
“is expensive at first but econom­ 
ical in the end. You got to pay 
them high, make them permanent, 
and raise ’cm up in society.” 
Give Him a Title 
G randpa’s theory was 
simple: 
when you elect a man 
to office, 
the first thing you do is 
figure 
out how much he can steal in his 
position, and double it. 
He 
was 
for paying U. S. Senators $75,000 
tax-free, a year, 
and 
electing 
them for a 10-year period. With 
the salary would go a 
title 
of j 
Duke of North Carolina or New j 
Mexico or w herever they 
came 
from. 
“You give him a title.” he used 
to say, “and the man spends the 
rest of his life trying to justify it. 


The English figured that one out 
a couple of hundred years ago 
You even see it down here: Once 
a man gets to be called colonel or 
judge or even doctor, the larceny 
sort of dries up in 
him. 
If 
the 
Senators was all Dukes 
and 
the 
Representatives was Lords, 
and 
the cabinet members was princes, 
you wouldn’t 
have 
any 
trouble 
with your national government. 
Of course, you might have to call 
the president king, and pay him a 
quarter-million a year . . . ” 
My grandpa was not, however, 
a Monarchist. He figured to elect 
and appoint everybody from m ay­ 
ors to presidents only 
for 
a 10- 
year period. His idea was that if 
you paid them sufficient money 
to allow them to retire after their 
term, they wouldn’t be tempted 
to graft: if you forbade them the 
right to run for a 
second term 
they wouldn’t 
play 
ball 
with 
machine politicians. 
He also sponsored 
a 
half-pay 
pension for all 
honorably 
dis­ 
charged politicians, and the death 
penalty for anybody caught in the 
act of preverting his 
office 
for 
private gain. The titles of office, 
ranging from high sheriff to the 
Lord of Alabama, would 
persist 
after retirement. 
“That way,” grandpa said, “we 
build 
a 
political 
aristocracy, 
since every kid will try to out- do 
his old m an.” 
Despite the fact that 
grandpa 
kept in eager 
touch 
with 
both 
local, state and national politics. 
he never voted. He used 
to 
say 
that 
a 
pure 
political 
theorist 
couldn’t vote, since there was no­ 
body running for office who was 
worthy of an honest m an’s poll.

Texas City Is Bigger, 
Better Since Blast

Texas City, Tex., (N EA )—Less; 
than one year after the most dev­ 
astating explosion 
in 
America's 
history, Texas City is the neaiest 
thing the U. S. has 
to 
a 
boom 
town. 
More than 2000 tuns of am m o­ 
nium nitrate “ fertilizer'' explod­ 
ing in two ships last April 16-17 
nearly knocked 
the 
city 
flat. 
Nearly 600 persons were killed, 
more than 
3000 
injured. 
Total 
losses, including $50,000,000 prop­ 
erty damage, life insurance and 
workmen's compensation, will run 
to nearly $100,000,000. 
T hat’s a terrific pasting for a 
town of 15,000 to take. But Texas 
City h a s come back bigger than 
beiore. 
Today there are few’ scars oi 
tile disaster left in the business 
and 
residential 
districts. 
The 
stores are dolled un in shiny new 
fronts. Only one m ajor building, 
the Showboat 
Theater, 
couldti t 
be repaired. M arks of its baroque 
decor and tiers of balcony seats 
still run up the side of the build­ 
ing next door. 
Along the residential streets, a 
year ago rows of homes tottered 
under collapsed 
roofs; 
window 
frames blown in, 
plaster 
wralls 
crumbled; houses w ere askew on 
foundations.

lf you’re in Nos. I or 2 above 
you should—before May 
I—fill 
out form W-4, called a withhold­ 
ing exemption certificate, and give 
it to your boss. 
Then the boss 
will make allowance for your age 
or 
blindness 
in 
figuring 
the 
amount of tax to withhold from 
you. 
But only the people in Nos. 1 
and 2 have to fill out any kind of 
form for the boss before he starts 
taking less tax from you on May I. 
Q. What of those people who 
on or before March 15 filed an 
estimated income tax return for 
1948? 
What do they do? 
A. Some people on or 
before 
March 15 had to file an estimated 
tax return on their 1948 income 
because the full tax was not being 
withheld from their income, or 
no tax was being withheld. 
By March 15 they had to start 
making the first of four payments 
on the difference between the full 
tax they’d owe in 1948 and the 
amount of tax, if any, withheld 
from them in 1948. 
The next payments 
are 
due 
June 15, Sept. 15 and 
Jan. 
15, 
1948. 
So their next payment is 
due June 15. 
On that date these people file 
a revised estimate on their 1948 
income tax. 
For some of them, 
because of the new cut, this will 
mean paying less estimated tax. 
For some their estimated tax will 
be wiped out altogether.

The “Pioneer” has been recon­ 
ditioned in the
